prefunctory politeness—Is that the

Longest Eclipse 
Crooning Outlook 


A 
S IT U A T IO N similar to that which saved 


the Yankee in King Arthur's court will 
draw one group of scientists to a tiny dot 
of Islands In tho Pacific this June, and an­ 
other to tho const of Peru when the longes! 
total eclipse of the sun In 1,200 years takes 
place. Beginning on June 0 and ending on 
June g, because the path of the shadow- 
cast by the moon will cross the interna 
♦ Ion date line, this phenomenon will be vis 
ihle in only the lower part of the United 
States and then only partially. 
On the Knderbnry and Panton islands of 
the Phoenix group In the south seas. a party 
of American scientist* sent hv the National 
Geographic society and the United States 
navy will set up their instruments to spy 
on the secrets of the sun that can he ob 
served only during 
total eclipses. These 
Islands are the only spot of land directly 
In the path of the total •clipse at the time 
of day when the sun will bo high enough 
above the horizon tor good observation, 
roughly between 22 and 23 degrees. At Hie 
island* the eclipse 
will 
last 
about 
four 
minutes. Near noon the total darkness will 
last for more than seven minutes, almost 
the longest of possible eclipses, and the 
longest that has occurred since 691) A. l> 
But no observers will ta© able to take ad 
vantage of this extraordinarily long period 
for th*- shadow will he I.Rut) miles from thp 
nearest land 
When the navy and the National Goo 
graphic group arrive at Enderbury island 
their problems will begin 
Because there 
is no channel through the reef to the is­ 
land. even for small boats the heavy equip

SHADOW SHADED 


New System Of Camouflage 


Makes Craft Hard To See 


From Above. Below 


Br Th* Ignited Pr**», 
LONDON, May 6.— Britain has 
developed a new system of cam ou­ 
flage called "shadow shading’’ to 
hide 
war 
bombers 
from 
view — 
both from above and below . 
U nder surfaces will ho p a m te l 
a special dull black color called 
‘'night." It is designed especially 
to absorb and not reflect light and 
thus baffle searchlight crews. 
Bark green and “earth.’’ a shade 
of brown, will be painted on the 
upper 
surfaces 
of 
bombers 
and 
liaison planes, in irregular patches. 
This will blend with the varigated 
green and brown of the northw est 
European countryside, making it 
difficult for enemy fighting planes 
to distinguish the bombers from 
above. 
There 
will 
be 
four 
different 
schemes of shading, one for heavy 
bombers, 
one 
for 
twin-engined 
medium bombers, a third for sin­ 
gle-seated bombers and a fourth 
for arm y cooperation craft. 
The flights have shown that the 
n e w form of camouflage is more 
efficient than any previous sys­ 
t e m . especially when the bombers 
P r e flying at low altitudes. 
Formerly British bombers were 
painted a uniform olive green. 
Fighter aircraft, which general­ 
ly operate in zones sw ept by friend­ 
ly 
searchlights, 
are 
not 
cam ou­ 
flaged. They are finished in silvery 
aluminum color so that their own 
gun and searchlight crews on the 
ground may readily pick them out. 
The new "shadow shading’’ neces­ 
sitates a modification of the famil­ 
iar Royal Air Force insignia or 
"target" of concentric rings painted 
on the wings. So that the insignia 
will blend, at a distance, with the 
rest of the plane, a wide yellow 


Probably the oustanding case of 
long-distance picketing is this one 
where m em bers of a carpenters’ 
union picketed a construction job 
adjoining a Catholic shrine from a 
distance of nearly a mile away.

The councils of peoples com m is­ 
sars of the union and autonom ous 
republics, province executive com ­ 
mittees and respective commissar- 
iats was ordered to supply sowing 
plans to each state farm machine 
and tractor station, collective farm 
and individual peasant during Feb­ 
ruary. 
Of the tota larea sown, 25.637.900 
acres are in state farms, 146,788,- 
25o acres in collective farm s and 
1.956.750 in individual farms. Addi­ 
tionally 2.200.000 acres of virgin 
soil In the northern provinces will 
be broken and sown. 
More than 87.000.000 acres will 
be sown to selected grain seeds, 
7.090.000 to sunflower seed and 2,- 
687.500 acres to selected potatoes.

— Along 
with Rn northern oontinpntal neigh­ 
bor, South America today is enjoy* 
loc a real and rapid busine** re­ 
covery. according to ("apt. John 
Percival of the Grace Line steam­ 
ship Cumhal. 
CapL Percival. a man of the sea 
for 4<) years, does not pull charts, 
figures and annual reporta out of 
hla sleeve to support this assertion. 
He needs no lifeless statistics, for 
with the countries and peoples of 
South 
America this wind fanned 
ocean skipper is as familiar as with 
his native United States. 
From bls clote, first hand ob 
servation of the rities and villages 
below the Panama Canal, the mas- 
tar of the Cumbal has concluded 
that the economic cycle in the 
southern continent has taken a defi­ 
nite upswing that promises to De 
lasting and, significantly, of im­ 
mediate 
benefit 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
Improvement Widespread 
Interviewed aboard his ship as 
the vessel lay In her home port 
here Cant. Percival said 
"On my last few tripe to the 
west coast p o m of South America, 
I noticed a decided increase in 
activities of all kinds. I talked to 
men in Ecuador. Chile, Peru, en­ 
gaged in all sorts of business en- 
terpriseg and professions and ail 
of them had the same story to tell; 
•Business is getting better.' 
"Travelers from the interior — 
Bolivia, Paraguay and from the 
east coast—Argentina and Brazil— 
sang the same Bong. So it is ap­ 
parent that the recovery ha* spread 
over the whole continent. 
"I have sailed to and from 8outb 
America for a score of years and 
It has been a long time since I saw 
such bustling cheerfulness and such 
hopefulness for the future of all 
business.’’ 
U. S. Vitally Concerned 
And what of the United States 
in this South American economic 
revival? Cspt. Percival replied; 
“In my opinion, United States 
business and commerce stand lo 
benefit more from the present ris­ 
ing trend than they did from the 
socalled ’South American boom’ 
back in the 1920 s. This time it isn t 
a boom. Ifs a solid recovery. 
“And one 
thing 
to be noted 
about it Is that there has been a 
rise in trade between South Amer. 
lea and the United States. Right 
now my ship, the Cumbal, is pre­ 
paring to sail with lier holds load­ 
ed with automobiles and other U. 
g. products consigned to South 
American ports.” 
Illustrating the types of recovery 
to be witnessed on the southern 
continent, the captain, whose con- 
Burning Interest In South American 
affairs bas led him to devote year* 
to study and observation as a Grace 
Line skipper of all things pertain­ 
ing to those lands, explained: 
"A true index is the mining in­ 
dustry. When that flourishes, vast 
regions of South America flourish. 
When it slumps, South Americans 
suffer. 
Capacity Operation 
"Well, today nearly all the mines, 
big and little, are operating at 
nearly IOO percent of capacities. 
And, furthermore, prices of copper 
and other mine products have gone 
up and are maintaining firm levels. 
"Then, there is the balao wood 
industry, an Important factor espe­ 
cially in Ecuador. The quantities 
of balao wood now being exported 
are greater than they have ever 
been since the depression started.” 
All this economic improvement 
is reflected in what Capt. Percival 
terms the “tone” of the South 
American communities and their I 
social life. He said: 
"The spirit of dejection I saw 
In all circles during the years of 
the depression is giving way to a 
spirit of buoyance—even gayety. 
The cities are no longer dismal. 
They 
are 
lively. 
The 
theaters. 
movies and cafes of Lima, Valpar- ■ 
Iso, Santiago. 
Buenaventura 
are 
crowded nightly. 
"And, take it from an old sea 
dog who has been around, people J 
don t go In for pleasure on such 
a grand scale lf their pocketbooks 
are sailing light.”

France To Auction Louis XVI Treasure Ship 
Buried In Seine Estuary With $25,000,000 


Several Salvage Companies Seeking Right To Delve 


For Telemaque, Which Went Down During Storm 


In 1790 With Cargo Of Gold And Jewels

PARIS, May 6 —The armed brig Telemaque, which sank 150 years 
ago in the Seine estuary, allegedly with $25,000,000 worth of treasures 
aboard, is to be put up at auction. 
That decision was taken by the French government following 
repeated demands to search for what la considered to be the most 
valuable wreck lost at sea.

The Telemaque's treasure was 
brought together by Louts XVI 
who. foreseeing tho coming of the 
French Revolution, had nearly all 
of the moat precious ornaments in 
his possession, secretly embarked 
on the brig. The treasure is sup­ 
posed to include Marie Antoinette's 
famous $8,000,000 necklace and $12.- 
000.000 in gold out of Louis XVI's 
personal fortune. It also includes 
sacred ornaments whtch were as­ 
sembled in the Rouen cathedral 
and silver objects of the abbey* of 
Jumleges and Saint Martin de Bos 
chervil!#. 
On Jan. I, 1790, Adrien Quentin, 
the Telemaque's captain, was of 
fered a large sum of money to 
transport 
to 
London 
what 
he 
thought were barrels of tar. Ac­ 
cording to the story, he was not 
aware of the value of the cargo 
entrusted to him. He set sail st 
Rouen and started down the river 
Seine. He wae obliged to tie up 
and walt, upon arriving at the es 
tuary. as the tide wan unfavorable. 
At midnight, a violent storm broke 
and tore the ship from its moor-

“The proper investment of avail­ 
able resources will yield rich re­ 
wards in the realm of character,” 
Rev. Reinartz declared. “The real 
profiteer is the 
individual 
who 
stands by his principles. The con­ 
quered often are the true victora 
in life. 
"There is. however, a tremend­ 
ous task embodied 
in 
a 
stable, 
steadfast advancement toward es­ 
tablished ideals. The littlest sur­ 
render. conscious or unconscious, 
may prove the opening wedge in 
the collapse of these ideals. 
“Only when left as nature form­ 
ed them are ideals not harmed.

Throckmorton suggested that far­ 
mers plant a sorghum crop early 
in the summer and leave it unhar­ 
vested so the seed will scatter on 
the ground and possibly start a 
volunteer crop the next year. 
Then buffalo 
gnus strippings 
and black gramma seed can be 
scattered over the area, the sor 
gtmm roots holding the soil firm 
until the grass gets started. 
Once the area has been resodded 
successfully, Throckmorton said. It 
would be extremely unwise to put 
It 
in cultivation again, even in 
wet years, lf individual 
farmers 
are unable to keep the land out of 
cultivation, then the government 
should buy It and keep it as part 
of the public domain.
